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DETAILED ACTION 



Status of Claims 



1 . Claims 1-31 and 46-61 are active in this application. 

2. Claims 1-31 and 46-61 are allowable over prior art of record. 

3. Claims 1 -31 and 46-61 are rejected based upon a defective reissue declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 



4. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it 
fails to identify at least one error, which is relied upon to support the reissue application. 
See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 



MPEP1414. Also, note that new claim 32 stated in the current oath/de claration was 
canceled by applicants' amendment filed March 26, 2001 . 
The inventors' information must all be listed consecutively as part of the same / 
declaration. Each inventor can not be listed separately on individual pages 2 of 2, as it 
is not clear that each inventor is aware of the other inventors. 
5. Claims 1-31 and 46-61 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .175.
